Leaves fimple, elliptical, oblique, rough on each fide 
and at the margin. Young branches clothed with 
fhort harfh down. Heads of flowers folitary. 


Amore extraordinary Mimo/a than even the preced- 
ing. We know no other fpecies that has fo much afpe- 
rity about it; certainly every other fimple-leaved one 
yet difcovered is perfečtly {mooth. It has not appeared 
in the gardens, nor were any fpecimens fent till laft year. 

It feems to form a thick rigid bufh, the dranches 
numerous, alternate, fpreading, round, very rough with 
a fhort, denfe, rigid pubefcence, efpecially when young. 
Leaves alternate, apparently vertical, feffile, elliptical,. 
oblique, pointed, entire, extremely harfh with minute, 
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prominent, fcattered points, efpecially on the rib and the 
cartilaginous margin, fo that they might be called den- 
ticulate. $7/54/2 in pairs, very minute, triangular, mem- 
branous. Flowers pale yellow, many together in little 
round heads, which ftand folitary, on rough axillary 
fower-flalks fhorter than the leaves, deftitute of dračfea. 
Calyx in four fegments, ciliated. Petals four, concave: 
Pod compreffed, broadifh in proportion to its length.
